The  Cultural  Enrichment  Program  adds  an  unique  quality  to  the  student  life  at 
PC.  The  CEP  introduces  students  to  many  different  ideas.  Since  forty  CEPS  are  a 
graduation  requirement,  students  must  attend  some  of  these  events.  The  class 
schedule  is  structured  so  that  there  are  no  classes  on  Tuesdays  at  11AM.  This 
allows  students  the  opportunity  to  earn  the  required  ten  CEPS  for  each  year.  The 
CEP  program  begins  each  year  with  Opening  Convocation.  Bagpipers  lead  the 
procession  of  faculty  members,  college  officials,  and  Senior  class  members  into 
Belk  Auditorium.  For  freshmen,  it  is  truly  an  amazing  sight  to  witness. 

The  Cultural  Enrichment  Program  lecture  events  bring  many  prominent  speak- 
ers to  Presbyterian's  campus.  In  September,  prosecuting  attorney,  Christopher 
Darden  from  the  O]  Simpson  trial  spoke  about  Justice  and  the  Media.  Darden  was 
part  of  the  Russell  Program  which  sponsors  many  of  the  speakers  who  come  to 
our  campus.

Summer  School 


Summer  school  is  a  time  for  students  to  take  needed 
classes  at  PC  or  to  travel  abroad  with  other  PC  students  and 
faculty.  Although  some  people  may  believe  that  the  classes  are 
more  lenient  in  the  summer,  professors  hold  to  the  same  expec- 
tations and  rigorous  course  work  as  during  the  academic  year. 
There  are  two  sessions  of  summer  school  at  PC,  each  lasting  a 
month.  A  three-hour  credit  class  meets  daily  in  the  summer  for 
an  hour  and  thirty-five  minutes  each  day.  Because  the  number 
of  people  taking  summer  classes  at  PC  is  small,  students  have 
the  opportunity  to  meet  and  become  friends  with  people  that 
they  typically  have  not  encountered  during  the  regular  year.  While 
many  students  chose  to  live  off  campus,  a  number  of  them  lived 
on  campus.

One  of  the  greatest  honors  a  teacher  can  be  given  for 
their  dedication  to  teaching  is  the  title  of  Teacher  of  the  Year.

This  year  at  PC  many  changes  have  been  made.  New 
things  to  eat  in  GDH,  new  workout  equipment  in  Springs, 
and  many  other  things.

Dr.  Griffith  came  to  us  from  Batesville,  Ark.,  where 
he  served  for  eight  years  as  president  of  Lyon  College. 
Dr.  Griffith  graduated  in  1  969  cum  laude  from  Dickinson 
College  with  a  degree  in  religion  and  then  went  on  to 
Harvard  Divinity  School  in  1  972  where  he  earned  his  Master 
of  Divinity  degree  magna  cum  laude.  In  1  980  he  received 
his  Ph.D.  from  Syracuse  University,  focusing  on  intellectual 
development.  During  his  lifetime,  Dr.  Griffith  has  served 
as  chaplain  of  the  Dana  Hall  school  in  Wellesley,  Mass.;  as 
a  minister  of  a  church  in  Sherburne,  N.Y.;  as  a  lecturer  at 
Syracuse  University;  as  a  research  faculty  member  at  the 
University  of  Michigan  at  Ann  Arbor;  and  as  dean  of 
admissions  and  financial  aid,  as  well  as  later  as  vice 
president  for  institutional  advancement  at  Davidson 
College.  In  1  989  he  began  his  presidency  at  then  Arkansas 
College,  now  known  as  Lyon  College,  where  he  served  until 
coming  to  PC  in  1  998.  He  and  his  wife,  Nancy,  have  two 
sons  who  live  away  from  home. 

When  you  look  around  PC,  it  seems  that  Dr.  Griffith 
is  always  "hanging  out"  somewhere.  Whether  he  is  eating 
in  GDH  or  hanging  out  in  Springs,  Dr.  Griffith  always  can 
be  seen  around  campus.  In  fact,  at  Midnight  Madness  for 
the  boys  basketball  team,  he  was  even  seen  slam  dunking 
and  saying  "Raise  the  Roof".  Dr.  Griffith  brings  us  alot  of 
energy  and  spirit  to  our  campus,  a  deep  faith  and 
connection  to  the  larger  church,  and  a  new  vision  for  our 
college.  One  of  his  biggest  challenges  is  to  create  a  vision 
to  carry  our  college  into  the  21st  century.  He  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees  have  already  been  hard  at  work  making 
plans  and  creating  our  new  vision.  Already  in  just  the  few 
short  months  he's  been  here  great  things  are  happening 
on  our  campus.  On  October  10,  1998  Dr.  Griffith  was 
inaugurated  in  an  impacting  ceremony  as  well  as  PC's 
Homecoming  weekend  making  it  a  homecoming  of  many 
kinds.

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How  Do  We  Stand? 


In  a  recent  U.S.  News  Online  report  Presbyterian  College 
was  nationally  rated  against  other  liberal  arts  colleges.  U.S. 
News  ranked  us  in  the  following  way.  Our  academic  reputation 
score  was  a  2.5  out  of  4.0,  and  PC  is  on  the  third  tier  of  National 
Liberal  Arts.  87%  of  Presbyterian  College's  freshman  return 
for  their  sophomore  year.  Our  predicted  rate  of  graduation  is 
66%,  but  is  actually  75%.  This  puts  us  at  9%  overperformance 
for  our  graduating  seniors.  68%  of  all  of  PC's  classes  are  under 
twenty  students,  and  only  a  mere  .4%  have  over  50  students. 
PC  has  an  amazing  83%  of  the  faculy  as  full-time,  and  PC  has  a 
mere  1  3  to  1  student  to  faculty  ratio.  Your  average  PC  student 
will  have  a  SAT  score  that  would  fall  between  the  ranges  of 
1050-1250,  and  the  overall  acceptance  rate  of  the  school  is 
84%. 

Even  though  those  are  the  numbers  of  PC's  ranking, 
everyone  knows  that  there  is  muck  more  than  that.  PC  is  more 
than  just  a  college  campus,  but  a  place  where  many  students 
call  home  for  four  years.  Presbyterian  College  is  more  than  just 
numbers  on  paper,  but  more  over  a  place  of  higher  learning 
that  contains  many  rich  and  valuable  traditions.
